Rabbi  Irving  (Yitz)  Green¬ 
berg  is  the  President  of  Jew¬ 
ish  Life  Network  (JLN),  a 
Judy  and  Michael  Steinhardt  Foundation.  JLN’s 
mission  is  to  create  new  institutions  and  ini¬ 
tiatives  to  enrich  the  inner  life  (religious,  cul¬ 
tural,  institutional)  of  American  Jewry. 
Amongst  initial  projects  are  The  Partnership 
for  Excellence  in  Jewish  Education;  MAKOR,  a 
center  for  Jews  in  their  20’s  and  30’s;  and 
Birthright  Israel,  a  worldwide  program  to 
enable  diaspora  Jewish  youth  to  visit  and 
study  in  Israel. 

He  also  serves  as  Chairman  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  Holocaust  Memorial  Council.  The 

Council  is  charged  with  responsibility  for  the 
United  States  Holocaust  Memorial  Museum  on 
the  Mall  in  Washington,  D.C.  and  the  tasks  of 
preserving  the  memory  and  drawing  the 
lessons  of  the  Holocaust  on  behalf  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  government  and  the  American  peo¬ 
ple. 

An  ordained  Orthodox  rabbi,  a  Harvard 
Ph.D.  and  a  distinguished  scholar,  Rabbi 
Greenberg  has  been  a  seminal  thinker  in  con¬ 
fronting  the  Holocaust  as  an  historical  trans¬ 
forming  event,  and  Israel  as  the  Jewish 
assumption  of  power  and  the  beginning  of  a 
third  era  in  Jewish  history. 


In  his  book,  Interpreters  of 
Judaism  in  the  Late  Twentieth 
Century,  Professor  Steven  T. 
Katz  wrote,  “No  Jewish  thinker 
has  had  a  greater  impact  on  the 
American  Jewish  community  in 
the  last  two  decades  than  Irv¬ 
ing  (Yitz)  Greenberg.”  Rabbi 
Greenberg  has  published 
numerous  articles  and  mono¬ 
graphs  on  Jewish  thought  and 
religion,  as  well  as  several 
books,  including  The  Jewish 
Way:  Living  the  Holidays 
(1988),  a  philosophy  of 
Judaism  based  on  an  analysis  of  the  Sabbath 
and  holidays,  and  Living  in  the  Image  of  God: 
Jewish  Teachings  to  Perfect  the  World  (1998). 

From  1979  through  1997,  he  served  as 
founding  President  of  CLAL-The  National 
Jewish  Center  for  Learning  and  Leader¬ 
ship,  a  pioneering  institution  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  adult  and  leadership  education  in  the 
Jewish  community  and  the  leading  organiza¬ 
tion  in  intra-Jewish  dialogue  and  the  work  of 
Jewish  unity.  Before  CLAL  was  founded,  he 
served  as  Rabbi  of  the  Riverdale  Jewish  Cen¬ 
ter,  as  Associate  Professor  of  History  at  Yeshi- 
va  University,  and  as  founder,  chairman 
and  Professor  of  the  Department  of  Jew¬ 
ish  Studies  of  City  College  of  the  City  Uni¬ 
versity  of  New  York. 

As  such,  the  distinguished  rabbi  is  listed 
in  the  Directory  of  American  Scholars,  Who’s 
Who  in  American  Religion,  Who’s  Who  in 
World  Jewry,  and  Who’s  Who  in  American 
Jewry.

I  spend  the  day  resting  at  home,  reading, 
walking  in  the  park,  celebrating  God’s  cre¬ 
ation.  But  the  last  few  hours  in  the  museum 
are  a  celebration  of  human  creativity  with  gifts 
from  God.  The  true  artist,  God,  has  transmit¬ 
ted  the  spark  of  innovation  and  inspiration 
from  which  the  human  artist  fashions  some¬ 
thing  new  that  combines  the  divine  blessing 
with  something  (the  soul,  perhaps?)  from 
within  him/herself.

The  human  artist  imitates  God.  God  took 
chaos  and  basic  elements,  shaped  a  universe 
and  set  it  in  motion.

open  mind  and  I  love  being  surprised.  (My 
wife  and  I  were  both  enthralled  and  captivat¬ 
ed  with  a  work  by  Gino  Severini  that  we  had 
never  seen  before!) 

What  I  have  written  about  the  visual  arts 
holds  true  no  less  for  other  creative  endeav¬ 
ors:  the  composer  who,  with  black  notes, 
black  lines  and  black  symbols  on  white  pape 
writes  the  sounds  that  a  vocalist  or  instrumen¬ 
talist,  with  voice  or  hands,  transmutes  into  the 
sounds  of  music,  filling  the  vacuum  of  silence. 
So,  too,  with  master  smiths,  weavers,  etc.

About  Shavuot 

Shavuot,  the  Festival  of  Weeks  or  Pente¬ 
cost,  is  celebrated  exactly  seven  weeks  after 
Passover.

Even  though  they  are 
very  involved  in  their  secular  studies  and 
other  activities  such  as  sports,  theater  or  their 
school  newspapers,  they  always  find  time  to 
come  by  and  participate  in  the  studies  in  our 
school.  In  the  high  school,  we  emphasize  the 
importance  of  participating  in  such  activities 
as  Friday  night  dinners,  trips  and  retreats,  all 
of  which  help  cement  relationships  and 
friendships  among  them. 

Our  great  achievements,  in  both  the  ele¬ 
mentary  and  high  schools,  are  possible 
because  of  our  outstanding  faculty.  Our 
teachers  are  skilled,  dedicated,  and  always 
ready  to  try  new  things,  to  add  new  programs 
or  change  existing  ones.  And,  above  all,  they 
respect  their  students  and  work  very  hard  to 
teach  in  ways  that  will  interest  and  capture 
their  attention. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  clergy  who 
work  closely  with  the  schools  and  are  always 
ready  to  teach  and  guide  our  students.  The 
School  Board  has  been  supportive  and  help¬ 
ful  with  their  program  ideas  and  involvement, 
as  well  as  in  inviting  new  students  into  the  ele¬ 
mentary  and  high  schools.  We  thank  the  Par¬ 
ents’  Association  for  their  dedication  and  gen¬ 
erous  contributions  to  the  schools.

This  year,  the  observance  of  Tikun  Leyl 
Shavuot  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  will  be 
somewhat  different  than  in  the  past,  weather 
permitting.  At  7:30  P.M.,  there  will  be  a  “Roof 
Top  Service”  for  both  adults  and  children 
attending  Day  Schools  in  our  area.  Prayers  will 
be  recited  and  Divrei  Torah  given. 

And  while  you  are  up  there,  you  can 
observe  one  of  the  primary  images  of  the 
Festival  of  Shavuot,  the  image  of  Moses 
holding  the  Ten  Commandments,  etched 
in  glass.  Both  the  glass  etching  and  the  Ritter 
Sukkah,  which  we  enjoy  so  much  during  the 
Festival  of  Sukkot,  were  donated  to  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  from  the  Gerald  and  May 
Ellen  Ritter  Foundation  of  which  Gerald  Sil- 
bert,  a  longtime  member  and  an  honorary  vice 


president  of  our  congregation,  was  the  presi¬ 
dent.  When  you  are  up  there,  please  remem¬ 
ber  to  look  for  the  glass  etching  of  Moses  and 
the  Ten  Commandments. 

After  the  study  session,  cheesecake  and 
coffee,  in  honor  of  the  tradition  of  eating  dairy 
foods  on  Shavuot,  will  be  served.

Publishing  Deadline 
Friday,  June  30 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  publishes  a 
Book  of  Remembrance  every  year,  for  Yom 
Kippur,  in  which  members  of  our  congrega¬ 
tion  can  list  the  names  of  their  departed  loved 
ones.  The  deadline  for  the  inclusion  of  names 
to  be  listed  is  Friday,  June  30. 

Since  there  is  no  carryover  of  listings 
from  one  year  to  the  next,  the  names  of  loved 
ones  must  be  resubmitted  every  year. 

Names  of  the  deceased  listed  in  the  Book 
of  Remembrance  are  memorialized  when 
Yizkor  is  recited  four  times  during  the  year, 
during  the  Yizkor  Memorial  Services  on  Yom 
Kippur  and  on  the  second  day  of  the  Festivals 
of  Sukkot  and  Shavuot.  During  Passover,  the 
Yizkor  Memorial  Service  takes  place  on  the 
eighth  day  of  Passover. 

The  publishing  deadline  is  a  firm  one. 
Therefore,  to  avoid  disappointment,  return  the 
card  you  will  receive  in  the  mail  promptly.
